During  the  year  there  was  a slight  decrease  in  the 
birth  rate.  Still  births  declined.  Illegitimate  births  increased 
from  5%  to  7%.  The  infantile,  neonatal  and  perinatal 
mortality  rates  all  decreased  markedly.  However,  con- 
sidering the  very  small  numbers  of  actual  births  concerned, 
these  changes  are  not  of  any  statistical  significance.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Services 

Any  necessary  investigations  or  consultations  have  been 
through  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Cumberland 
Infirmary  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Inglis,  Consultant 
Pathologist,  and  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies,  Consultant  Bacteriologist. 
I would  again  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  for  their 
help  and  co-operation. 

Ambulance,  Nursing  and  Welfare  Facilities 

These  are  all  provided  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Cumberland  County  Council. 
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SEWERAGE 

Wetheral  and  Great  Corby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  provision  of  a new  sewage  treatment  plant,  pumping 
station  and  duplication  of  certain  sewers  was  completed  mid- 
summer. The  treatment  plant  is  settling  down  and  a satis- 
factory effluent  is  being  produced. 

Restrictions  on  facilities  for  new  development  are  still 
applicable  because  of  lack  of  sewer  capacity  on  key  lengths, 
and  this  work  will  be  necessary  before  restriction  can  be 
released. 


Heads  Nook  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Following  On  completion  of  the  works  last  year  approxi- 
mately 3^  No.  properties  have  now  joined. 

Cumwhitton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

This  scheme  was  approved  by  mid-summer  following 
which  contract  has  been  let  and  work  is  scheduled  to  com- 
mence January,  1971. 


Moorhouse  Sewerage. 

A revised  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  is  ready  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry  but  is  immediately  held  because 
proposals  cater  for  discharge  into  Burgh  Area  Scheme  and 
which  is  not  yet  ready. 


Grinsdale  Sewerage 

A scheme  is  prepared  ready  for  Ministry  submission 
but  like  Moorhouse  is  held  until  the  Burgh  Area  Scheme  is 
ready. 
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Carleton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A scheme  is  in  preparation  and  if  money  is  available 
could  be  started  mid-summer  of  1971. 


Brampton  Sewerage. 

Investigations  were  started  on  this  system  and  following 
which  proposals  will  be  formulated  to  re-sewer  the  township 
as  necessary  together  with  necessary  works  extensions.  Work 
on  this  is  proceeding  at  the  endi  of  the  year. 


Warwick  Bridge  Area  Scheme,  Hayton  and  Newby  East 
System. 

Proposals  are  progressing  for  the  extension  of  the 
Warwick  Bridge  works  which  will  allow  for  extensions  to 
accommodate  further  building  expansion,  as  well  as  in- 
corporating the  drainage  from  Hayton  and  Newby  East  both 
of  which  will  require  to  be  pumped. 


Marker  Sewerage. 

A revised  scheme  was  ready  by  end  of  year  but  its 
carrying  ouC  will  depend  on  availability  of  money  for  capital 
works  in  1971. 


Smithfield  Sewerage. 

A revised  scheme  was  almost  ready  by  end  of  year  but 
implementation  will  depend  on  availability  of  site  for  treat- 
ment plant  and  money  for  capital  works  in  1971. 


Burgh  Area  Sewerage 

This  has  been  held  up  by  farm  drainage  problems  but  it 
is  hoped  resolving  these  will  allow  progress  in  1971. 
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Gilsland  Sewerage. 

Amended  proposals  have  been  prepared  by  Consultants 
but  it  is  not  known  whether  this  will  proceed  in  1971  because 
of  lack  of  money  available  for  capital  works.

REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  HOUSING  OFFICER 


For  the  Year  Ending  31st  December,  1970 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1970.  Progress  has  been 
quite  encouraging  in  the  housing  sphere,  both  in  regard  to 
new  housing  and  improvement  of  older  houses.  As  might  be 
expected  in  a district  of  this  nature,  slum  clearance  brings  no 
spectacular  problems,  but  there  is  considerable  activity  in  the 
steady  demolition  or  renovation  of  individual  unfit  houses. 

I have  no  special  comment  to  make  in  matters  of  nuisance 
or  of  food,  hygiene. 

Again  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  anil 
the  staff  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Department  for  their 
loyality  and  their  hard  work. 


HOUSING 


New  Building

The  89  houses  built  by  the  Council  comprised  34  to  com- 
plete the  Gelt  Road  Estate  at  Brampton  and  55  at  Millriggs, 
Corby  Hill  A further  45  houses  or  flats  were  under  con- 
struction at  Corby  Hill  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A further  26  houses  were  purchased  at  Brampton  from 
the  Ministry  of  Technology  and  2 houses  from  the  Forestry 
Commission  at  Sleetbeck  These  are  very  useful  additions  to 
the  stock  of  Council  houses  in  the  district. 

A decision  was  taken  to  negotiate  for  19  acres  of  land 
at  Longtown  so  that  both  Council  and  private  development 
can  go  ahead  in  the  coming  years.

The  Housing  Act.  1969  came  into  force  in  August  of 
that  year  and  has  resulted  in  a very  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  improvement  grants,  although  standard  grants 
show  only  a slight  increase. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  raising  of  the  grant  limit  to 
£1,000  from  the  previous  limit  of  £400  has  been  responsible 
for  this  improved  position.  Unfortunately  it  has  been 
accompanied  by  severe  inflation  in  building  costs  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  value  of  the  works  approved.  In  1969  the 
average  value  was  £1,406;  in  1970  this  had  increased  to 
£2,001. 

As  before  the  main  demand  for  grants  is  from  owner- 
occupiers  or  persons  who  have  purchased  a house  and  wish 
to  have  it  renovated  before  moving  in.  There  is  practically 
no  scope  in  a rural  districfl  of  this  nature  for  an  area  improve- 
ment where  in  addition  to  house  improvement  by  individuals 
the  local  authority  can  improve  the  environment  generally. 

The  fftte  of  improvement  by  private  owners  in  this 
district  is  slightly  above  the  national  average,  but  is  about 
twice  the  national  average  in  regard  to  discretionary  grants 
only.

These  figures  have  shown  an  improvement  in  each  of 
the  last  two  years  over  the  previous  year,  the  figures  being 
linked  to  the  number  of  new  houses  completed.  It  has 
proved  a distinct  advantage  that  the  Health  and  Housing 
departments  are  joined  together  when  arranging  rehousing  of 
families  from  unfit  properties. 

Although  slum  clearance  in  this  district  means  dealing 
almost  entirely  with  isolated  cottages,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  our  rate  of  closure  and  demolition  is  almost  exactly  the 
national  average.

In  addition  to  new  families  housed,  26  families  were 
transferred  to  accommodation  more  suitable  to  their  needs. 
All  transfers  were  made  on  a voluntary  basis. 

The  Council  has  built  1,542  houses  including  those  near- 
ing completion  and  a number  of  older  houses  we  have 
purchased  are  available  for  letting.  This  number  fluctuates 
as  several  of  the  latter  are  kept  empty  pending  demolition  or 
renovation,  but  we  have  at  any  given  time  approximately 
1,600  tenants.  This  represents  about  one  sixth  of  the  houses 
of  the  district  and  they  have  a capital  value  of  the  order  of 
£5.000,000. 

The  increased  building  activity  of  the  last  two  years  with 
the  completion  of  the  two  estates  at  Brampton  and  Corby 
Hill  means  a considerable  easing  of  the  pressure  for  houses 
in  these  parts  of  the  district.  The  areas  where  houses  are 
now  needed  in  some  numbers  are  Longtown  and  Dalston. 
Twenty  two  houses  are  planned  to  be  built  at  Longtown  in 
1971  but  there  are  difficulties  at  Dalston  in  land  acquisition 
and,  indeed,  in  sewerage  facilities. 

The  biggest  demand  is  for  small  houses,  i.e.  one  and  two 
bedroomed.  15%  of  our  accommodation  is  for  aged  persons 
and  it  is  obvious  that  this  must  rise  considerably  before  the 
balance  is  correct.  Whenever  new  estates  are  built  a pro- 
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portion  is  composed  of  small  houses,  but  while  economics 
dictate  that  we  should  build  in  large  numbers  so  that  we  can 
meet  yardstick  allowances,  social  policy  demands  that  houses 
for  aged  persons  should  be  built  in  small  numbers  in  as 
many  villages  as  possible. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Security,  the  Welfare  and  Children’s  Officer 
of  the  County  Couneil  and  the  N.S.P.C.C.  in  dealing  with  the 
many  problems  of  families  in  difficulties. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Eighteen  informal  notices  and  five  formal  notices  were 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

The  notices  were  chiefly  in  respect  of  nuisances  from 
drainage. 


CARAVANS 

Seventeen  sites  were  licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites 
(Control  of  Development)  Act,  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A 
further  two  sites  in  the  district  catered  for  motorway  con- 
struction personel.  Three  of  the  sites  are  for  holiday  or 
touring  with  a total  of  11  caravans  and  the  remainder  are  for 
single  residential  caravans. 

During  the  year  the  site  at  Tarn  End,  Talkin,  was  closed 
on  the  purchase  of  the  area  as  a Countryside  Park  by  the 
County  Council.  They  have  no  plans  to  provide  an  alternative 
site  with  the  Park  area,  but  have  suggested  that  this  authority 
might  develop  a site  on  some  adjoining  land.  No  final 
decision  has  been  taken  but  the  site  has  many  physical 
difficulties. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  goal  of  pro- 
viding sites  for  500  holiday  caravans  in  the  district  although 
several  planning  applications  are  under  consideration.  The 
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big  demand  seems  to  be  for  sites  for  the  caravan  which  is  to 
be  used  as  a week-end  cottage  by  people  from  industrial 
areas,  particularly  Tyneside.  Many  of  these  persons  do  not 
seem  to  require  the  amenities  of  a well  designed  site  and 
indeed  seem  to  prefer  a more  isolated  situation.  Provided 
that  discretion  is  used  in  the  siting  it  ought  to  be  possible  to 
accommodate  the  person  who  does  not  like  the  large  site. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT 

There  were  7 dealers  registered  at  the  1st  January,  1970, 
and  a further  3 applications  received  during  the  year. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT 

During  the  year  several  unauthorised  dumps  in  wood- 
lands adjoining  highways,  occupation  lanes  etc.,  were  cleared 
by  the  Council  at  public  expense.  These  dumps  were  selected 
because  of  their  effect  on  public  amenity.  When  clearing 
dumps  on  private  land  we  have  been  able  to  secure  the  co- 
operation of  owners  in  repairing  fences,  putting  up  notices 
etc. 

The  mentality  of  people  who'  dump  rubbish  in  lanes  and 
woods  is  difficult  to  understand  when  there  is  an  opportunity 
to  get  rid  of  their  unwanted  household  goods  quite 
legitimately.  There  is  of  course  an  element  of  pure  vandalism 
in  this  problem  as  is  evident  by  the  fish  and  chip  paper  litter 
belt  stretching  on  all  roads  leading  out  of  Carlisle  for  about 
5 miles. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  are  no  changes  of  any  significance  to  report  in 
regard  to  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  A paper  sack 
system  is  in  force  for  about  10%  of  the  houses  in  the  district 
and  this  has  grown  slightly  with  the  completion  of  housing 
schemes  designed  for  this  type  of  collection.  Further 
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extensions  have  not  been  recommended  as  negotiations  were 
not  completed  in  respect  of  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  and 
it  was  felt  desirable  to  have  the  latter  in  operation  first. 

Costs  are  down  by  £1,146  on  the  previous  year  when 
there  was  heavier  expenditure  on  sack  holders. 

The  Council  agreed  to  rebuild  part  of  the  depot  to  give 
much  needed  amenities  for  the  workmen  and  to  provide 
up-todate  vehicle  servicing  and  garaging  facilities  at  a total 
cost  of  £22,000.  Work  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the 
year.
